GENERAL ORDERS BY THE MOST NOBLE THE GOVERNOR GENERAL OF INDIA 
IN COUNCIL. 
Fort Witwuiam, 6ru Aveustr 1852. 


No. 486 of 1852.—The Most Noble the Governor General of India in Council is pleased to 
publish the following rules for regiatry of recruits in Bengal, in the North Western Provinces, and 
in the Punjaub : ; 

1. On recruiting parties entering a district, the native commissioned or non-commissioned 
officer, commanding the party, will wait on the civil authority, and request his assistance, should he 
deem it necessary, in procuring recruits for his regiment. 


2. The district officer, on receiving any such requisition, will adopt all necessary measures for 
facilitating the énlistment of recruits, and will direct hia tenseeldars or other subordinate officers to 
give such assistance to recruiting officers as may be requisite. 


3. Each recruit, after enlistment, should first be taken to the tehseeldar in whose jurisdiction 
the village he belongs to is situated, in order that the tehseeldar may inquire and verify that his 
name, caste, parentage und residence have been duly stated. Lists with the tehseeldar’s signature 
will be shown to the district officer, that he may satisfy himself and record that the returns are 
formal and correct. 


4. A nomina? roll made out in the annexed furm No. | will then be prepared by the district 
offices and handed to the recruiting officer for delivery to the commanding officer of his regiment, 


5. Yt will be the duty of the adjutant of the regiment to prepare monthly gn the first day of 
the month, or as soon after as practicable, a return in the form No. 2 for each district, of all recruits 
‘approved at regimental head quarters and finally passed into the service; such return is to coutain 
the namea only of the recruits belonging to the district for which the return is intended. The returns 
are to be sent by commanding officera to the commissioners, who will on receipt forward them te 
the respective district officers. | 


8. When recruits have been examined by district officers and a nominal roll of them furnished 
to regimental head quarters, one copy of the return referred to iu para. 5, will suffice for transwia- 
sion to cemiiseionerss but when recruits have been enlisted at regimentul head quarters the return 
is to be forwarded in duplicate, oue copy for régistry in the district vffice, and the other for the 
purpose of being, verified and afterwards returned to the corps. 


7. District officers will on receipt of the returns compare them with the office eopies of the |

Moultan in the East Indies in the month of April 
in the Fear of Our Lord 1848, headed by the 
Dewan Moolraj, and the Seikh Sirdars having 
declared their inability to cocrce the rebels, a 
farce composed of our troops and of troops of the 
East India Company was employed for this pur- 
pose; thaton the 22ud day of January in the Year 
of Our Lord 1849, the fortified City of Moultan

An Act to amend the Law relating to Anchorage 
Toll in the Presidencg of Bombay. 


I. Section XXI. of, and Schedule C. annexed 
to, Act I. 1852, are hereby repealed. 

Il. The Governor of Bombay in Council may 
direet that an annual anchorage toll shall be 
levied on country craft and coasting vessels ar- 
riving, or being at any port in the Bombay Piesi- 
dency, and such annual anchorage toll shall be 
levied on every such craft and vessel once every 
year, at the rates specified in the Schedule an- 
nexed to this Act, which shall be taken to be part 
of this Act, or such other rates not exceeding 
the rates mentioned in such Schedule as the said 
Governor in Council shall from time to thne 
notify in the Government Gazette. 


II. The Governor of Bombay tn Council may, 
at his discretion, exempt or excuse any ctaft or 
vessel from payment of the said aunual toll. 

IV. The production of a certificate of pay- 
ment of anchorage toll at any port within the 
Bombay Presidency shall free the craft or vessel 
in respect whereof the same appears to have been 
paid, from anchorage toll at all other ports within 
the same Presidency, duting the year for which 
the certificate is granted, 

V. The said Governor in Council shall from 
time to time fix py what officer or officers of the 
revenue, the said toli shall be collected. . 

VI. Every officer receiving anchorage toll 
shall grant a certificate thereof. which ahall stare 
vp to what time the certificate is to clear the 
craft or vessel in respect whereof the payment is 
made, and shall identify the craft or vessel.

An Act to facilitate the prosecution of certain 
Minisierial and Police Officers sor certain Cre 
minal Acts. 


Wuereas it is expedient to enable the local 
Governments, and the head officers of depart- 
ments or offices under Government, to prosecute 
their subordinate ministerial or police officers

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for acts of corruption, extortion, embezzlement - 


or 6ther malversation, whether or not any charge 
be preferred by an aggrieved private party in res- 
pect of such acts,*It is enacted as follows: 


TI. Whenever the local Government, or the 
head officer of a department or office under 
Government, shall be of opinion that there are 
good yrounds for making a public enquiry into 
the.truth of any imputation of corruption, extor- 
tion, embezzlement, or other malvergation com- 
mitted at any time during tenure of office, by any 
ininistertal or police officer, subject to the juris- 
diction of the Courts of the East India Company, 
and subordinate to such Government, or employ- 
edin such departinent or office, as the case may 
be, it shall be lawfal for sueh Government, or 
any such head officer as aforesaid, to: prosecute 
such officer on the part of Government in a Cri- 
minal Court, or to nominate some person to con- 
duct such prosecution; and it shall also be lawful 
for snch Government, or head officer as aforesaid, 
in their or his discretion, to undertake on the part 
of Government the prosecution In a Criminal 
Court of any such charge, as aforesaid, which may 
be brought by an aggrieved private patty against 
any such ministerial or police officer, and such 
prosecutions as aforesaid shall not be barred, or 
affected, by reason of the party prosecuted having 
ceased to be in the service of Government at the 
time at which the charge may be brought against 
him. 


II. Provided always that no Collector, Ma- 
gistrate, nor head of an office in the Salt. Abkar- 
ree, or Customs Department under the grade of 
Commissioner, shall commence or undertake a 
prosecution under this Act, until he shall have 
obtained the permission of the Court, Board; or 
officer to whom he is immediately subordinate, to 
institute the same. 


III. No Collector, Magistrate, Judge, or other 
officer, who may prosecute any officer under this 
Act, or cause such prosecution to be instituted, or 
who may conduct any preliminary investigation 
into the conduct of such officer connected with 
such prosecution, nor any of his deputies, as- 
Ristants, or subordinate officers, shall act as 
judge in any such prosecution. 


LV. Nothing berein contained shall be con- 
- ptrued ao ag to repeal or otherwise affect Regu- 
lations EX. 822 and VIT. 1828, of the Madras 
Code, and Act XXAVI. 1837, and the said Re- 
gulations and Acts shall remain in full force 
with reapect to the malversations and offences 
in the Revenue Department to which they are 
applicable.

Gentuemen,—Under date the 4th ultimo, 
we had the honor to address you by a letter pub- 
lished in the Calcutta Gazette of the 17tb, briefly

Notwithstanding the resolution ao carried, Mr. 
Beadon (one of the seg day: intimated, that no 
payment would be made by the Fund without the 
sanction of the Court of Directore; and an appli- 
cation since made tothe Managers for payment of 
the amount, which Mr. Blunt and Mr. Rattray 
were declared entitled to receive, wag refused on 
the plea, that ‘such resolution of the Subscribers 
is not valid and of no effect without the sanction 
and approval of the Hon’ble Court.” 


We beg leave to refer you to the rules 18, 20, 
21, and 26, of the Fund Regulations, to satisfy 
you that the resolution in question is not refer- 
able to the Court of Directors, and does not re- 

uire the sanction of that authority; which, under 
the rules of the Fund, is not competent to direct, 
es sanction any disbursement of the funds of the 
Institution——a power vested, under rule 20, ex- 
clusively in the Trustees and Managers, subject, 
under rule 21, to the control of the Subscribers 
only. It is on GENERAL questions involving any 
essential addition to or alteration in the original 
rules and principles of the Fund, vot in Inpivi- 
DUAL cases, like the present, that, under rule 26, 
a reference for the sanction of the Court of Di- 
rectors is necessary; and nothing but the grossest 
perversion can, in our opinion, render the provi- 
sions of that rule applicable to the facts of the 
present question. 


But the Honorable Court bad upheld the for- 
mer proceedings of the Managers in the exaction 
of double cash payments under rule 34 of the 
Fund, contrary to a resolution of Subscribers; 
and in a despatch recently received they have 
seen fit to impugn the corrective judgment of the 
Supreme Court in that matter; so the Managers 
could not well doubt that their reference wpuld 
defeat the cluima here declared to be valid; and 
that their proceedings, however irregular and 
illegal, would be confirmed as before. 


By this arbitrary assumption, we are deprived 
of the entire benefit intended to be conferred, by

Aay farther appeal to the service were unavailing, 
ao jong as the managers are permitted to exercise 
an unrestricted power: but our trust is, that their 
injurious and, ug we think, most unwarrantable 
conduct, in this as in the former instance to 
which we have alluded, will not be allowed to 
pass without such notice on the part of the body
